FOR 
RURAL COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT FROJECTS 
BETWEEN 
THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
AND 


THE KINGDOM OF SAUDI ARABIA 


The Government of the United States of America and the 
Government of Saudi Arabia have agreed as follows: 


ARTICIE I 


Pursuant to the General Agreement for Technical Cooperation 
signed on behalf of the two Governments at Jidda on January 17, 1951, 
and at the request of the Government of Saudi Arabia, Rural Community 
Development Projects shall be initiated in Saudi Arabia, subject to 
the terms and conditions of the said General Agreement and to the 
terms and conditions of the Program Agreements for Natural Resources, 
Agriculture, Health, Education, and Transportation and Communication, 

The obligations assumed herein by the Government of Saudi Arabia 
will be performed by it through the Ministry of Finance of Saudi 
Arabia, represented by the Minister of Finance (hereinafter referred 
to as the "Minister"), The obligations assumed herein by the 
Government of the United States of America will be performed by it 
through the Technical Cooperation Administration of the Department 
of State, an Agency of the Government of the United States of America, 
represented in Saudi Arabia by the United States Director of Technical 


Cooperation (hereinafter referred to as the "Director"), 


Any right, privilege, power, or duty conferred by this 
Agreement upon either the Minister or the Director may be 
delegated by either of them to any of his respective assistants, 
provided that each such delegation be acceptable to the other. 
Such delegation shall not limit the right of the Minister and 
the Director to refer any matter directly to one another for 
discussion and decision, 


ARTICLE IT 


The purpose of this Agreement is to stimulate and increase 
the interchange of technical knowledge and skill between the two 
countries and to facilitate the economic development of Saudi 
Arabia by community development projects in the areas designated 
Wadi Itwad and Wadi Khulais, These areas can include other wadis 
and are not literal definitions of boundaries. 

The objectives of these development projects, carried on by 
the cooperative action of the two Governments, are: 

1, To facilitate the development of land and water resources 
in such selected areas by the location of adequate water 
supplies and the drilling of water wells, construction of 
irrigation works, the testing and improvement of soils and 
the bringing of new land into cultivation, 

2. To increase the efficiency of agricultural production in 
such selected areas by crop and livestock improvement, 
insect and disease control, better processing and 


marketing, and improved farming methods.

3. To improve health conditions, transportation facilities, 
and local educational opportunities in such selected areas 
by establishment of clinics and prevention of diseases; 
by improvement of highways; by vocational training, 
The projects will be planned and undertaken under the supervision 
of the Director, with the concurrence of the Minister.

The two Governments shall make the following contributions

A, The Government of the United States of America will pay 
the salaries. cost of travel to Saudi Arabia and return, 
transportation of personal effects of the United States 
personnel assigned to these projects and furnish the 
necessary vehicles for surface transportation for their 
personnel within Saudi Arabia.

B, In addition, the Government of the United States of

cost: $7500, This tanker was ordered on advice of the former Government 
contractor and when delivered was found to be not as specified. The 
contractor has recovered the tanker and has agreed to convert it at 
no cost. If and when this is done, the tanker will be turned over to 


the SAG representative. 

VW estimated cost: $10,000. We have in stock 
two Dodge power wagons available for delivery to the SAG representative 
upon request, to be substituted for two Dodge power wagons presently 
on order in the States and awaiting shipment from New York. Since we are 
simply lending TCA equipment, I see no reason why these power wagons 
will not be acceptable to the contractor. 


The total value of procurement for the Commmity Development 
Project and under this separate understanding with SAG aggregates annrox- 
imately $110,000 to date or about 70% of the total agreed upon. 
These items have either been turned over to or are available for delivery 
to the SAG representative and through him to the Government's contractor 
for the improvement of the road. The SAG representative has indicated that 
one additional tanker and apnroximately eight (8) trucks (5 dum, 
3 other) will be required on the project and requests that these be 
procured out of funds of the project under this limitation. The only 
specifications given us regarding these trucks are by name brand, It is 
impossible for us to justify procurement of trucks when covered only by 
name brand specification. Since these trucks are to be the property 
of and be used by TCA, I have requested Mr. Dougherty to advise me on the 
most practicable procurement from the TCA point of view but keening 
in mind the contractor's requirements. Present indications are that local 
procurement of White trucks is prohibited because of the prices offered. 
It is possible that if other trucks are determined to be more practicable 
for TCA purposes and can be used on the project, we may obtain authority 
from Washington to procure locally. In thabevent when Mr, Dougherty has 
made his recommendation, I must again request authority from Washington 
(once refused) to procure trucks from local sources. 


I think it should be made clear to the Government that we have already 
procured 70% of the equinment required by the terms of our agreoment with 
the Minister of Finance, It should also be pointed out that the quimment 
procured and available is thet type of equipment most costly to obtain. 

I do not think it a justifiable complaint on the part of the Government 
that we are delaying beginning of work on the road simply because wo have 
not yet completed the entire procurement and particularly since the only 
remaining procurement to be done is with respect to very common items such 


as trucks,

T have read Mr, Dougherty's memorandum to you dated July 21, 1953, on 
the subject of equipment for the Rural Commmity Develonment Projects 
Mr. Dougherty obviously does not appreciate that we called upon him for his 
recommendations as the only aporoximation of an engineer that we have on 
our staff to advise us regarding procurement for the project mentioned, 
Tn passing, you will recall that fully six months ago when we began 
procuring under the project and in accordance with TCA's agreement to provide 
certain equinment immediately as a loan to the Saudi Arabian Government, 
I attempted without success to get the cooperation of Mr. Brow, Mr. Edens 
and others to advise me on the procurement of this equipment, At that time, 
as now, the heads of the divisions who now are responsible for the 
effectiveness of this project refused to cooperate, Under pressure from 
SAG, it has been necessary to use exclusively the advice of the SAG 
contractor's engineers, tempered only by our own common sense and meager 
Imowledge of equinment needs. 


As noted in my memorandum of yesterday, we have already procured the 
major and difficult-to-obtain items requested by the SAG contractor. This 
represents about 70% of the total procurement under this project, We are 
now in the process of procuring more readily available items and in receiving 
recommendations for nrocuremont from the Government's contractor based solely 
on their preference for brand names. Even these recommendations have not 
reached us in writing though I have repeatedly requested that they be 
given formally. As I have explained, since we are procuring for the 
American Government, TCA, I am bound by all of the Government procurement 
regulations. In the absence of specifications from our staff for the 
Government's contractor and since the Government is pressing us for 
complete procurement so that they may begin work on improvement of the road, 
we are faced with the necessity of we, ourselves, determining and writing 
specifications for the remaining equipment to be procured. 


The contractor has specified orally 5-yard White Motor Company dump 
trucks. I personally believe these are too big and cumbersome to be 
eventually used on the project in the Asir, and I question the absolute 


necessity 


we 


necessity of the 5-yard (8~ton) capacity on the road improvement work, 
Obviously we cannot justify procurement of any name brand truck when this is 
the only specification given. The SAG representative has stated that no 
other trucks are acceptable to the contractor -- that if we procure a 
different truck than the one specified, he will not accept it. Our first 
step should be, therefore, to state clearly and emphatically to the SAG 
representative that the U.S, Government will not permit us to supply these 
trucks on that basis. We might be able to obtain authorization to procure 
locally but we cannot say in advance the kind of trucks by name brand to 

be procured. We have on hand proposals from White, Federal and GMC for 
different sizes of trucks, The White quotations and the Federal quotations 
are higher than those given us by Washington for the same trucks purchased 
in the United States. The GMC quotations are lower but there is some 
question as to whether the quotations apply to the same items, 


If the SAG representative agrees that we should go ahead and procure 
dump trucks in the method prescribed by U.S. Government procurement 
procedures, I recommend that we cable Washington substantially as follows: 


"yo 3d-yard five-ton (approximately) dump trucks required Rural 
Community Development Project. SAG contractor insists on immediate procure- 
ment rpt immediate, Can you authorize local procurement at factory list 
CIF Jidda. Apparently Whites, Federals, GMCs available locally immediate 
delivery, Contractor also requires three 3~ton stake body trucks immediately. 
Can these be procured locally same basis above? If local procurement not 
authorized, provide estimated delivery time and cost Stateside procurement 
G&F Jidda. Procurement authorization and obligation number will be 
cabled immediately."

In accordance with your verbal request to submit Seren ag 
to type of equipment to be purchased, I submit the following: 

It is my understanding that of the total funds available for this 
project, an amount not to exceed $150,000 could be exnended by TOA to 
purchase equipment to be used on the road between Jeddah and Darb, 
provided that this equipment is of such type that it can later be used 
on the Conmunity Development Project and provided also that title to 
the equipment remains with the United States. It is also my understanding 
that of this $150,000, approximately $110,000 has already been expended 
for the following equipment:

It would appear from the rather cursory examination I have been 
able to make thet the only important items remaining to be obtained 
are trucks, most probably dump trucks. 


I would like to point out at this point that the Natural Resources 
Division would have little or no use for any of this equipment, but that 
it would probably be used (if and when returned to TCA control) almost 
exclusively by the Agriculture and Transportation Divisions of TCA. The 
work of the Natural Resources Division is devoted almost exclusively 
to surveys for the purpose of obtaining necessary data which can later 
be used by other Divisions of TCA or by other Government agencies. I 
therefor recommend that the chiefs of the Divisions of Transportation 
end Agriculture are the proper persons to make specific recommendations 
as to types of equipment they may need. I have given you my personal 
opinion but feel that an official written recommendation should be 
made by them. 


I might point out here that it seems strange that although great 
emphasis has been placed on the importance of a written recommendation, 
no written request for this recommendation has been made.

Notes on Conferences with Assistant Deputy 
Minister of Finance, July 14, 1953 


At the request of the Assistant Deputy Minister of Finance I 
conferred with him, Ben Laddin, Nejeb Salah and Sadek Husseini on 
the Gizan Road, The Assistant Deputy Minister said SAG was very 
anxious to get the road construction started and asked the stetus 
of the purchase of equipment which TCA had agreed to lend for the 
work, I explained that we had purchased equipment to about $90,000, 
I explained further that there were three conditions of purchase- 
first, that the totel amount could not exceed $150,000; second, 
that the machinery and equipment had to be such as could be used 
at El Darb for dam building, land leveling and other irrigation 
work; and third, that since building the road was not a part of the 
Commmnity Development Project, the machinery and equipment was 
merely loaned to SAG, that TCA reteined title and control, and that 
the SAG would agree to keep the machinery in good repair, I agreed 
to proceed with the purchase of the remaining machinery if the 
contractor would specify what particular pieces he most badly needed 
but only those pieces could be bought which were approved by Mr. 
Dougherty as fulfilling the condition under which we were authorized 
to purchase, i.e., that they could be used at El Darb on the project, 
The Assistant Deputy Minister agreed and then requested Ben Laddin 
to give a list of equipment needed and stated that if any did not 
meet our conditions or come to more than our limit of $150,000 SAG 
would purchase the equipment itself, Ben laddin then gave the list to 
Sadek Husseini which was turned over to Mr. Stacy. Nejeb took some 
part in the discussion but as his remarks were not translated I have 
no idea what he said,

contribution, I am sure that SAG would be delighted to have us 
adopt this view and it may be in the long run advisable to recom 
mend this to Washington, But until this is done and Vashington 
approves, I think we should do nothing toward encouraging SAG to

SUBJECT: Status of Jidda - Wadi Itwad Road Improvement 


It would be appreciated if the current status of the 
purchase and projected use of the $150,000 worth of road repair 
equipment be clarified, It is my understanding that two tractors 
and a water truck have been purchased and that the contractor, 
designated by the Government to do the work, has recommended 
the purchase of equipment other than the dump trucks originally 
planned for, 


Under the terms of the Agreement, the projects will be 
planned and undertaken under the supervision of the J. S, Director 
with the concurrence of the Saudi Arabian Minister of Finance, 
Such supervision may be delegated by either of them to any 
assistant, provided they are acceptable to the other party. 


The U. S. contribution of $500,000, as also the Saudi 
Government's contribution, shall be used to provide each nation's 
share of the cost of supplies, equipment, facilities and services 
and other financial contributions as are mutually determined to be 
necessary to further the work of the projects, 


At the Agreement's termination, any such materials, equipment 
and supplies which remain shall be disposed of pursuant to arrange- 
ments agreed upon between the Director and the Minister, 


When TCA/SA requested authorization to purchase road repair 
equipment, it was stated "TCA to retain title and control machinery 
and use such as necessary irrigation projects". There is no 
provision in the Agreement to indicate that the U. S. retains title, 
Article IV of the Agreement indicates that equipment, etc., when 
purchased becomes the joint possession of the two governments, 
Washington replied to the above request stating "Asir was not 
presented as a program envisioning major road construction program, 
However, no objection use equipment needed for El Darb Development 
in manner indicated."

This would indicate TCAM held the purchase of equipment needed 
for El Darb Development might be used for road repair, but not the 
other way around - namely to purchase equipment for road repair and 
then try to fit the equipment in with the El Darb development work, 
Obviously, TCA does not consider road repair as a prime part of the 
project. However, it should be noted that Article II, paragraph 3 
of the Agreement reads "to improve ---- transportation facilities 
--- by improvement of highways ---" Accordingly TCA/W agrees that 
equipment for the El Darb Project can be used for road repair work 
to the extent practicable. 


As previously stated, the project work is to be "planned and 
undertaken under the supervision of the Director," What plans have 
been presented by the contractor as to work to be done, time schedule 
to be followed, and standards to be maintained? What control will be 
exercised over the use and mintainence of this machinery to see that 
it is handled in accordance with the objectives noted above? It 
would appear necessary that a TCA techhician - in my opinion, 

Mr. Sinclair as Chief of the Transportation and Commmication Division 
is the only logical choice = be designated to represent TCA, Working 
in coordination with a representative of SAG, these two persons would 
see to it that the terms of the road repair contract were carried out, 
expeditiously, It would be their responsibility to go over the 
stretch of road being repaired at least twice a month and report on 
progress and work done, Attention would be paid to the use to which 
the equipment was being put and to how carefully it was being main- 
tained. 


The contractor should be made responsible to maintain the 
equipment and return it in such condition that it would be usable 
in furthering work in El Darb in accordance with the Agreement,

I write you with reference to our discussions on the Jizan 
road equipment and the decision taken that all automotive equipment 
should be of one make and of the best quality. The Engineers of the 
Contractor were supposed to advise you on their requirements and the 
best vehiclesneeded for the job. 


The Contractor's Chief Engineer, Col. Hertz, gave his opinion 
that the best of all vehicles is the White, an opinion based upon 
experience gained under the trying conditions of desert work, This 
designation of the White as being the best truck as compared to the 
Federal and G.M.C. trucks has been borne out by experience. Baker 
at this time has a considerable number of G.M.C. trucks which broke 
down after only being used for a short time, Not only does the * 
G.M.C. truck prove to be weak but the totally inadequate spare part 
supply of the G.M.C. Agency means that when a breakdown occurs, the 
truck is out of operation for a long period of time. The Federals, 
on the other hand, being new to Saudi Arabia are untested and also 
spare parts are uncertain, Therefore, in Hertz's opinion, the White 
truck is the logical and obvious choice for desert work, The Agency 
has a good supply of spare parts and the vehicles have a long record 
of bearing up well when used for this ‘rac work, 


It is true that the price of the White truck is about double 
that of the others, but at the same time the loading capacity of the 
White is twice as great. From an operational point of view, this 
means that with half the number of trucks the same amount of work 
can be performed; there is only half the number of trucks to be 
serviced and repaired - a factor of very great importance as repair 
facilities and service stations are not existent in the Tihama, 
Furthermore, only half the number of personnel will be required and 
the cost of gasoline, oil, tires, also proportionally less. Thus, 
purchasing the best vehicle will result in a clearly reduced cost of 
operations.

The Contractor's expert opinion vas needed to warrant the purchase 
of such vehicles and the subsequent expenditure of TCA funds in the best 
manner, a very wise step, 


To my astonishment, I have been informed by the Contractors that 
Mr. Stacy has already delivered to them a Federal and a G.M.C. truck 
despite the fact that this does not go in line with the decision taken 
to purchase one make of vehicle and is not warranted for the above 
mentioned reasons, I have also learned that G.M.C. dump trucks are 
to be purchased merely because they are cheaper, 


It is necessary for me to go on record as strongly opposing 
this purchase due to the fact that it does not serve the best 
interests of Point Four and the Saudi Arab Government,
